‘ WAR_ SERVICE 

When Lloyd George became Muni- 
tions Minister during the war, he 
appointed Geddes deptily-dlrector of 
munitions supplies In | 191%, He 
showed himself a skilful administra- 
tor and when fn 1916 Hoig asked for 
‘a railway expert ta be sent to 
France to organise the army commu- 
nications, Geddes was piven the ranks 
of Hon. Major-General and ‘made’ 
Director General of Military Rall- 
ways and Inspector-Genecral of 
Transport. With the old of other 
‘rallway experts he greatly increased 
the efficiency of the lines -which 
served the British forces, 

Knighted in 1016 and made K.C.B. 

<n 1917, he was then transferred to 
the Admiralty os controiier with the 
rank of Hon. Vice-Admiral, his task 
being to utilise all the shipbuilding 
resources of the country and bring 
them under. one’ authority. Two 
months Inter he succeeded Carson bs 
First Lord, although he had no 
Parllamentary experience, In_ Oct, 
1918, he went to the United States 
as head of a'naval mission, 
“GEDDES AXE” 

After the armistice Gloyd George 
gave him the task of devising plans 
for the reduction of the cnormous 
Government Departments which had 
been bullt up during. .the war—n 
process that became famous as the 
‘Geddes axe’, although all the cuts 
he recommended were not made. In 
1921-2 he wns chalrman of the 
Economy Committee which dealt 
with {his question, Meanwhile | in 
view of Lloyd Georje’s scheme’ for 
development: and control of the rail- 
ways and other communications 
‘Geddes left the Admiralty in Jan, 
1910, to become the first Minister of 
Transport, but the wrandiose scheme 
originally proposed at a time when 


=“ @nistle— economies — were — essential J- 


strong opposition in the 
Commons. <A bill for the re-group-' 
ing of the railways was introduccd 
by Geddes in the spring of 1921 .and 
after they had been handed baci to 
the companiis he gned his ‘seat 
in Parliament in Feb. 122. . 

In 1920 he brought in the horse- 
power tax on motors which super 
seded the petrol duty and in Apr. 

1926, he protested against .Church- 
hil’s proposed raid on the Road 
Fund thus ereated as a breach of the 
pledges xiven six years before. 

_ Chairman ‘of the Dunlop Rubber 
€o, from 1023, he was elected to a 
similar position in connection with 
Imperial Airways, Ltd. on its forma-, 
ton in 10924, In Sept. 1028, with o 
party of eight he made a cruise from 
Southampton to Oban and Liverpool 
in a flying boat which was the first 
blz passenter machine to alight on 
au British Jalee, Loch Lomond. In the 
same month he resigned the chair- 
manship of the concern In arder to 
give undivided attentlon to the Dun- 
Yop Co, The Airways, which had 
made a-loss of £16,000 in thelr first 
_year, secured a profit of £72,000 in 
the fourth and he felt thot fair 
weather was ahead of the undertak- 
ing. In 1929 he made u long tour In 
the Interests of the Dunlon Co. 
Most of the time was spent in Aus~ 
trallu, where the firm hod big 
developments in hand, but he also 
visited the rubber plantations In 
‘Malaya. On his return he had to 
announce a reduction of profits by 
about £1,700,000, thanks largely -to 
the abolition of the rubber restric- 
tlons; He declared: that, if the Gov- 
ernment had given adequate notice 
‘of this, the greater part of the firm's

Judging from the disetission 
on the subject by the Executive 
Committee of the Society for'the 
Protection of Children, there 
would appear’ to be need for a 
definite statenient of policy from 
the Government on the question 
restriction of hawkers’ 
Heenees. At the moment, the 
impression created is that ‘the 
nroblem is one which is being 


dealt with piecemeal by various | 


Departments, with no indication 
policy by. the 
Government itself. On the mat- 
ter of ‘food hawkers, there must 
be general approval of the lines 
being followed by the Urban 
Council, if we except the sale of 
which, admittedly 
grown, under inganitary condi- 
tions, encounter no fresh danger 
by being hawkel. Morcover, 
such comestibles are invariably 
cooked before ' being consumed. 
The promiscuous hawking of un- 
cooked food, and of drinks, is 
without question open to, grave 
objections froni~ the-standpoint- 
6f public health. More often 
than not, unsold food is taken by 
the hawker. back to his home, to 
remain, maybe, all night under 
the bed or in some such un- 
hygienic surroundings, and then 
brought out next day and offered 
for sale again, | Obviously, 
danger lurks-in. such practices. 
But when we ‘come ‘to consider 
the question of other types of 
hawking, the objections do not 
seem so well founded. Nor is 
the precise authority of the de- 
partments pursuing a policy of 
restriction or abolition alto- 
gether clear, Whilst there, may 
be good reason for controlling 
the number of .hawkers and 
newspaper sellers, the fact 
should * not’ be overlooked 
that this means. of. - earning 
a livelihood is ‘the only one 
open to a large section of the 
poorest classes of the com- 
munity, ‘notably widows with 
families to support. To deprive 
them of: this opportunity is only 
to encourage ‘the begging | nui- 
sance, which has‘ already . a8- 
sumed large’ proportions in the 
Colony and given it a’ baa name’ 
when compared with other ports 
of the Far Bast. The idea that 
the number of’ licences for 
cigarette hawkers, or for wine 
and tobacco shops, should be 
kept low because of the increased 
diMculty of detecting smugglers, 
ig quite indefensible. It is some- 
what akin to the reported 
advice of the. police to: gold- 
smiths’ shops that they. should 
shut down early in order to avoid 
the danger of being victimised: 
by armed robbers. The business 
to keep track 
of smugglers in the one instance 
and to provide a’ reasonable 
measure of: protection in the 
other, In the cases of cigarette 
hawking and wine -and : -to- 
bacco shop licences, supply and 
demand should be the ruling con- 
sideration when fixing the num- 
bers. The whole hawking prob 


seems always to have been
